SPARE THE TIME TO LAUGH 
The Soffum Anchorage. 
The Gulf of Rollurn is a misnomer, 
as a glance at any good map will 
show. At Has el Mihr the coast takes 
a sudden trend south for 20 miles, 
then turns as abruptly in an easterly 
direction. 
Near the angle the high 
coast drops suddenly in a cliffy point, 
nearly half a mile south of which Is 
the anchorage on a weedy bottom. 
Twelve miles north Is Bardieh, a bet­ 
ter shelter, whic h would be made into 
a tolerable harbor by a breakwater. 
If the frontier line of Egypt were 
carried about four miles to the w'est 
Bardieh would be included iii Egyp­ 
tian territory. 
The Sollura anchorage 
derives its principal value from the 
fact that it is the nearest point on the 
Mediterranean to the Siwah oasis, and 
is thus the sea end of the most direct 
route through a string of oases to the 
Sudan. 
But to describe this uninvit­ 
ing corner of an inhospitable coast as 
“ the finest harbor in these parts/* 
In the words of a contemporary, is al­ 
together misleading.

Mrs. Nancy A. Williams, 
appointed by the county court of 
clede county to succeed her late hus­ 
band. 
Instead, she declares, she will 
depend upon the efforts of the men 
her husband appointed as deuuties. 
She, however, will collect the fees of 
the office and virtually will be the 
boss of matters pertaining to the pre­ 
servation of the peace in Laclede. 
Mrs. Williams is not an advocate 
of woman’s suffrage apparently, for 
she declares she will not be a candi­ 
date for sheriff after tho unexpired 
term of her late husband. 
However, 
she has not declared she will refuse 
the office, if tendered to her, and the 
sentiment is strong that she be given 
the second term bel husband, pro­ 
vided his service was satisfactory, 
would be entitled tu. 
Mrs. Williams is a modest, non-as- 
sertive woman, and is more inclined 
to hide her light under a bushel than 
to seek notoriety. 
She says: 
“My husband died immediately pre­ 
ceding a term of the circuit court, 
and my friends, thinking I should re­ 
ceive the fees of the office during that 
term, obtained my appointment by 
the county court. 
“I was very glad to receive the ap­ 
pointment, for my family will need 
the earnings of the office. 
I have no 
special policy for the conduct of the 
business of the office. 
The men who 
are appointed deputies will conduct 
the business, and if I had any policy 
which I des:red to guide them, ii 
would be that th e / perform their 
duties with the same conscientious 
regard for the right as Mr. Williams 
did when he held that office. 
“My appointment to the office, until 
an election can be held, does not in­ 
dicate any desire on my part to hold 
public office or enter public life, but 
merely a willingness on my part to 
meet the responsibilities of life, and 
do my part in earning means to sup­ 
port my family, which has b^en so 
severely and unexpectedly be.vaved 
by the death of a husband and father. 
“I have nerer discussed the ques­ 
tion of woman suffrage, and have no 
desire now to express any view's on 
that subject. It is simply a matter of 
business with me, and I shall try to 
perform that business as a sensible 
woman should do. 
“When a sheriff is elected, on Feb­ 
ruary 17, I will retire from office and 
will then resume my place in life as 
a quiet meml>er of society, and en­ 
deavor to raise my children as it be­ 
comes a mother to do.” 
When the county court appointed 
Mrs. Williams to succeed her hus- 
! band it also ordered a special election 
to be held February 17, to elect a 
sheriff for the unexpired term. 
While the republicans have a po­ 
litical majority of 200 or more in the 
county, a great many voters express 
themselves as favoring the policy of 
giving Mrs. Williams the benefit of 
the term for which her husband w’as 
elected, and there is a likelihood she 
could be elected. 
The county court, w'hich appointed 
her, is composed of two republicans 
and one democrat, and the democrats 
generally are very complimentary of 
the action of the court in setting aside 
politics, and feel that it is a proper 
thing to do for that party to now* nam e 
her for the balance of the term.
